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Gambles resigns as Dean Collective bargaining bill 


of Resource Planning 


Glenn Gambles, dean of 
academic resource planning at 
CSUS, has announced his 
resignation from that position 
effective Sept. |. and is returning to 
teaching in the Economics 
Department 

Gambles, dean the past four 
years, said when he initially 
accepted the job in 1971, he had 
planned to stay only four years. 
“That was the commitment 
originally.” he said. 

According to Gambies, univer- 
sity officials plan to name an 
interim dean as his replacement un- 
til a national search can be under- 
taken for a permanent dean. 

Several administration sources 
feel John Gillespie, director of 
academic services and a close as- 
sociate of Gambles, will be named 
interim dean. 

Gambles also feels Gillespie is 
the logical choice for the interim 
appointment. “The job requires 
doing things that have to be done,” 
he said, “that nobody else can 
do...it involves external relations.” 

However, Gambles said Gilles- 
pie would probably not accept the 
interim appointment if proper 
procedures, including faculty and 
staff consultation, were not 
followed. “It would be detrimental

utilization and student enrollment 
trends, which included annual 
negotiations with the Chancellor's 
office on enrollment. He was the 
academic vice president's represen- 
tative on the fiscal affairs and cur- 
nculum committees. 

Gambies was also in on the 
development and implementation 
of Computer Assisted Registration 
in 1972, an official itason to the 
original campus Affirmative Ac- 
tion Committee and a member of 
the Educational! Opportunity 
Program policy committee 

But probably his most notewor- 
thy effort was working under seven 
different academic vice presidents 
while dean. “I almost worked 
under eight,” he said. “Norm Roth 
left right before | came in.” 

In the past, Gambles said, the 
deans job has been “a bit am- 
biguous and not that clearcut.” He 
said he told Academic Vice 
President E. James Archer in a de- 
briefing memo to “figure out what 
you need from the position...then 
go out and get it.” 

Gambles, whocame to CSUS in 
1969, received his B.S. degree at 
idaho State. University in 1960 and 
his Ph.D. from the University of 
Maryland in 1969. 

The former dean said he’s

gradually getting ready to teach 
fulltime this fall. “It takes a little 
while to gear up again,” he said.

One of his collegues, Prof. 
Mark Tool, former chair of the 
Economics Department, said 
“while we regret any circumstances 
that might have caused him to 
resign, we're delighted he's retur- 
ning...he’s a strong member of our 
department.” 


receives Senate blow 


Chances for passage of a com- 
prehensive collective bargaining 
bill for state employees received 
another blow last Tuesday when 
the Senate Finance Committee 
killed the only remaining bill in the 
state legislature giving bargaining 
rights to state workers and 
teachers 

The Finance Committees’ 8-2 
vote rejecting the bill, AB 1781, ap- 
parently ends any possibility for 
enacting landmark collective 
bargaining legislation for Califor- 
nia’s 152,813 state employees this 
year 

The bill was sponsored by the 
California State Employees As- 
sociation and authored by the late 
Assemblyman Edwin Z’Berg. (D- 
Sacramento), who died early last 
Tuesday of an apparent heart at- 
tack. His bill was taken up by 
Assemblyman Julian Dixon, (D- 
Los Angeles). and presented to the 
committee by Assemblyman 


Howard Berman, (D-Beverly 
Hills} 

Hugh MacColl, a California 
State Employee's Association 


specialist in collective bargaining 
and education, said he’s still con- 
vinced that “CSEA will try to get 
this type of legislation passed next 
year.” 

He said two amendments 
passed during the hearing, one 
adopting a “conscience clause” 
allowing individuals of certain 
religious beliefs to opt out of 


membership or participation and * 


the remova! of state law en- 
forcement employees from the bill, 
resulted in the 8-2 defeat. 

“Before that meeting,” MacColl 
said, “we had seven firm com- 
mitments from senators in favor of 
the bill, it wasn't amended.” The 
Finance Committee has 13 
members, all senators. 

MacC oll said CSEA has “some 
hope of the governor enacting an 
executive order giving collective 
bargaining rights to state em- 
ployees and teachers.” 

“Any chances for a bill are 
killed now, at least until next year,” 
said Chuck Cole, a consultant to 
Dixon's Public Empiovee and 
Retirement Committ e uid 
chances are also slim vex! vear tor 
any major collective bary «ining 
bills being introduced. “The issue is 
too political, and next year is ap 
election year,” he said. 

The recent San Francisco police 
strik >ighly critized by-Governor 
Brov .. didn’t affect the Finance 
Committees’ vote, according to 
Cole. “1 don’t think the strike had 
anything to do with it,” he said. 

“I'm at a loss to determine why 
the eéfmmitiee voted the bill 
down,” said Kay Fisher, Governor 


Brown's special assistant on public 
employee labor relations, after the 
vote 

He said the hearing was filled 
with “a lot of rhetoric” from 
various senators, but no specific 
detailed objections to the bili were 
presented. 

Fisher said the Finance Com- 
mittees’ vote and some of the 
members’ comments point to “their 
general misunderstanding of the 
collective bargaining process.” 

Student involvement language. 
pressed for by CSUCSPA 
Legislative Advocate Joe Hay. and 
the UC Student Lobby, had been 
amended into AB 1|781 before it 
was presented to Finance 
Amendments included right to 
comment and issuance of a student 
impact report. 

Another collective bargaining 
bill. SB 160, covering teachers and 
school employees up to the junior 
college level, has been introduced 


20,000+ target

Admission officials are a bit 
reluctant to commit themselves, 
but it looks like California State 
University, Sacramento will reach

“It's a compromise piece of 
legislation,” Buhey acknowledged. 
“but we're still hopefull the bill will 
be signed.”

The bill. following right on the 
heels of a state university and 
colleges trustees decision last May 
giving local campus presidents 
authority to make the final deter- 
mination, is sponsored by several 
church groups and authored by 
Senator Walter W.) Stiern, (D- 
Bakersfield) 

Trustees did a national study 
last vear on the sale of alcoholic 
beverages and its effects on dis- 
ciplinary problems and the campus 





social atmosphere before their final 
vote on the issue 

Stern was unavailable tor 
comment, but his Legisiative As- 
sistant Dorothy Fowler said Suern 
believes “they shouidn’t be selling 
alcohol on campus at all.” 

Assemblyman Ken Mac- 
Donald. (D-Ventura). is carrying 
the bill. on the inactive bill list right

If so. this surplus 
be an incentive for the 
manulacturers not to market 
separate lids but to try and force 
feed the surplus jar units onto con- 
sumers who cannot obtain lids 

One firm, the Bernardin Bottle 
Cap Co. of Evansville. Ind.. sells 98 
percent of its lids as replacement 
lids. It ts increasing production by 
200 percent this year. but. ac- 
cording to a company spokesman, 
the demand tor replacement lids 
appears to be up by 1.000 percent 

“The market in jars is flooded,” 
he said. “I can see jars sitting all 
over the place. We don’t see that 
many lids.” Hethinks suppliers hike 
Kerr and Ball are making too many 
jats and should be marketing more 
separate lids

It all happened a hundred years 
ago this Labor Day 

On Sept. 1. 1875, Edgar Rice 
Burroughs, the world-famous 
creator of Tarzan of the Apes, the 
famous adventure series was born 

On Thursday, Sept. 4, two 
young CSUS _ students have 
scheduled a day-long event called 
the “Fdgar Rice Burroughs 
Centennial Birthday Party.” The 
event will last from 9 a.m.toSp.m 
in the Redwood Room of the new 
University Union on campus 

The event will feature a talk by 
Richard A. Lupoff, a noted Bay 
Area fiction writer. He has written 
extensively on the life of Burroughs 
and on the character of Tarzan, the 
mythical English royalist who was 
lost as a boy on the African con- 
tinent and was betriended by the 
large apes there 

The first books ot Tarzan 
appeared early in the Twentieth 
Century and later became the basis 
of one of the longest running and 
most famous comic strips in 
American newspapers and comic 
books 

The event is sponsored by the 
California State Sacramento 
Panelologists, a group of collectors 
of comic books, strips, and related 
tovs and materials. The group was 
formed this vear at the University 


by Chiff Adams. CSUS 
sophomore, and Mike Garrels, a 
Public Administration graduate 
student 

The two met last spring duringa 
course offered by the CSUS Ex- 
perimental College. The course 
dealt with comic strips, their 
appeal, their psychology, and how 
to collect them 

Also on display will be a series 
ot drawn cartoon strip panels by 
Russ Manning. who is today the 
chief artist of the Sunday Tarzan 
comic strip for King Features. 
Local Sacramento artists have 
prepared panels of Tarzan of the 
Apes. John Carter of Mars, 
Pellucidar of the Earth Core, and 
Carson Napier of the Venus series 
There will be a large comic book 
swap, one of the first scheduled for 
Sacramento 

According to Mike Garrels, 
several thousand dollars of rare 
comic books will be on display and 
many of them for swapping 
“There are dozens of comic book 
collectors located in the greater 
Sacramento area.” Garrels said. “I 
myself have been reading comics 
since | was eight or nine years old 
and have been collecting them for 
the past several months.” 

Garrels values his collection at 
several hundred dollars 





s Burroughs lives on again 


“The most valuable of the 
comics are the Action Comics, 
Superman, and Batman, which 
were first published during the 
Golden Age of comics, which was 
in the 1930's,” Garrels continued 
“The = first published comic 
magazines in each of these series 
are now worth many of hundreds 
of dollars each,” Garrels said 

Ask what is the appeal of comic 
strips to adults today, Adams will 
say, “the comic books provide 
superhuman heroes who undertake 
a series of fantastic adventures, yet 
the average man can identify with 
them because. like all human 
beings, they make their share of 
mistakes 

“The comics have lasted for a 
long time because people are essen- 
tially interested in that kind of 
entertainment and can vicariously 
live out therr own fantasies through 
these mythical, but very real. 
characters.” 

Both Garrels and Adams hope 
that this centennial of the birthday 
of Edgar Rice Burroughs will be 
the beginning of an annual event 
which should evoke a greater 
interest in comic books and comic 
strip collecting 

Admission to the event is free 
and all members of the public are 
invited to attend

$50,000 a vear to finance the 
educational training of students in 
postal administration

Fifty-eight graduate students at 
CSUS who will be undertaking a 
special bi-lingual education 
program funded by a federal grant 

Forty-eight of the participants 
will be undertaking masters degree 
programs in Spanish-English, 
while ten others will be em- 
phasizing bi-lingual education in 
English and Chinese (Cantonese). 
The participants. will receive 
stipends of up to $6,000 toward 
financing their year’s graduate 
study and their living expenses. 

The successful applicants for 
the program are drawn from nearly 
200 persons who applied from 
throughout the United States. The 
$300,000 program is funded by the 
Otfice of Bilingual Education of 
the U.S. Office of Education under 
provisions of Public Law 93380 

The newly-instituted program is 
financed across the country by $3 
million in federal funds. CSUS has 
the most participants among 32 
colleges and universities. 

The students will be seeking one 
of four masters degrees: a master 
of arts in Educational Ad- 
ministration, a master of science in 
Counselor Education, a master of 
arts in Behavioral Science. or a 
masters of arts in Teacher 
Education with an emphasis in 


Special Education, Elementary 
Education, or Secondary 
Education.
